The  revenue  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  past  fiscal  year,  was  derived 
from  forty-one  different  sources,  as  will  he  seen  by  reference  to  the  fi  st  table 
hereto  appended. 

Ihese  sources  of  revenue  are  oi  a  varied  character,  embracing  in  their  de- 
| tails  all  the  objects  as  yet  made  taxable  by  our  laws.  They  are  all,  with  the 
exception  of  the  item  of  “  annuity  for  right  of  way,”  dependent,  more  u  less, 
upon  contingencies. 

LANDS.

The  receipts  from  this  source  must,  of  course,  depend  upon  the  number  of 
warrants  and  patents  issued,  and  amount  of  purchase  money  received.  The 
receipts  from  this  item  for  the  fiscal  year  was  $28,605  25,  being  a  falling 
aff,  as  compared  with  the  one  immediately  preceding,  of  $11,298  84.

AUCTIONS  • 

I  The  receipts  from  auction  commissions  have  increased,  during  the  past  year, 
p5,l)l  25,  and  from  auction  duties,  there  has  been  a  still  larger  increase — 
imounting  to  ihe  sum  of  $8,521  17.  By  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  20th 
!  t  ‘‘hf ^  1^53,  the  duties  on  “all  domestic  articles  and  groceries”  were  iq- 
luced  from  one  and  a  half  per  centum,  to  one  half  per  centum,  and  on  “foreign 
lu&si  glass,  and  earthen  ware,  hides,  marble,  wool,  and  dye-woods,”  to  three 
quarters  of  one  per  centum. 

The  opeiations  of  the  year  seem  to  show  this  to  have  been  a  judicious 
mange,  as  the  revenue  has  largely  increased  over  previous  years.  It  has  evi- 
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dentlv  given  new  life  and  vigor  to  the  business ;  and  as  the  increase  has  bee 
principally  in  Philadelphia,  it  indicates,  that  great  and  growing  city  as  d« 
tined  to  become  one  of  the  great  auction  marts  of  the  world  ;  as  it  is  now  th 
greatest  manufacturing  city  on  this  continent. 


TAX  ON  BANK  DIVIDENDS. 


The  revenue  from  this  source  has  been  largely  increased,  amounting  to  tl 

sum  of  $54,896  09  over  the  year  1853. 

The  banks  of  this  Commonwealth  have  adopted  the  practice  of  lnvestm 
a  portion  of  their  profits  in  a  fund  called  by  some,  a  contingent  fund  by  other 
it  is  called  a  surplus  fund,  and  by  others  again  profit  and  loss.  Ibis  is  don 
as  they  allege,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  increased  strength  and  security 
the  banks.  It  is  used,  like  their  other  funds,  for  banking  purposes,  and  thi 
assumes  all  the  characteristics  of  bank  capital.  The  Commonwealth,  u 
doubtedly,  loses  a  large  amount  of  taxon  this  item.  In  the  first  place  1 
•tead  of  receiving  the  “  tax  on  dividends”  on  the  whole  amount  of  profits,  tl 
Commonwealth  only  receives  tax  on  the  portion  divided  among  the  stoc 
holders.  The  share  which  the  bank  retains  for  surplus  fund,  escapes  tai 
tion.  In  the  second  place,  this  fund,  although  used  for  all  the  purposes 
capital,  yet  not  being  such  in  name,  escapes  the  tax  imposed  on  corporatu 

The  whole  amount  of  this  fund,  held  by  the  several  banks  and  savings  i 
•titutions,  on  the  first  of  November,  1853,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $3,28. 
81Q  97.  This  large  amount  of  active  capital,  therefore,  escapes  taxation  t 
tirely.  If  this  be  wrong,  the  Legislature  alone  can  provide  the  remedy. i 


TAX  ON  CORPORATION  STOCKS. 


On  this  item  of  revenue  we  have  the  handsome  gain  of  $84,964  20. 
number  of  the  wealthier  corporations,  undoubtedly,  have  large  (  snip  usjunt 
laid  aside,  or  loaned  out,  yielding  profit  to  them,  but  which  pay  no  tax  toi 
Commonwealth.  The  number  of  corporations  in  the  various  parts  of 
State,  chartered  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Legislature  and  the  courts,  is 
great.  I  have  no  doubt  the  Commonwealth  fails  to  receive  a  large  amount 
the  tax  justly  due  from  them,  from  the  neglect  or  failure  of  the  officers  ther 
to  make  the  proper  returns.  To  provide  a  remedy,  I  would  respectfully 
gest  that  additional  clerk  hire  be  provided  for  the  office  of  the  Auditor 
ral,  to  enable  that  department  to  make  out  a  correct  list  of  all  the  corporal* 
subject  to  tax  in  the  Commonwealth,  and,  in  connection  with  the  Treasury 
open  accounts  and  have  them  settled,  as  in  other  cases,  against  a  1  such.  1 
would  enable  the  accountant  departments  to  ascertain  the  delinquents,  < 
compel  speedy  payments.  I  earnestly  invite  the  attention  of  the  Legislat 

to  this  subject. 


TAX  ON  REAL  AND  PERSONAL  ESTATE. 


The  revenue  received  from  this  source  amounts  to  $1,510,403  39,  bej 

$128,852  80  over  last  year’s  receipts.  ,  .  ,  j 

This,  from  its  nature,  must  be  the  most  permanent  source  from  wh.ch i 
revenue  of  the  Commonwealth  can  be  derived,  and  from  it  we  novv  receiv 
very  large  sum.  From  the  rapid  increase  of  our  population,  and  the  prjj 
tional  development  of  our  agricultural  and  mineral  resources,  this  I 

will  rapidly  increase.  The  construction  of  public  improvements  in  the 
rious  parts  of  the  State,  more  particularly  through  the  comparatively  wi 
ness  counties  of  the  north,  opening  up  facilities  and  oftenng  induceme  ■ 
settlers,  by  furnishing  them  a  ready  access  to  market  for  the  s  "  , 

industry,  must  greatly  augment  the  aggregate  value  of  real  and  perso  I 
tate.  I  think  no  contingency  can  ever  occur  by  which  a  hig  er  ra  e  I 
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ion  than  three  mills  will  be  rendered  necessary.  But,  on  the  contrary,  this 
ource  of  revenue  will,  in  a  very  few  years,  have  so  increased  in  value  as  to 
'arrant  a  reduction  in  the  rate  of  taxation.  It  is  true,  this  burthen  might  be 
lade  to  bear  more  equally  upon  the  community  by  the  adoption  of  a  more  uni. 
>rm  standard  of  valuation,  but  from  the  great  difficulty  of  arriving  at  such  a 
;andard,  it  is  probable  that  the  revision  made  by  the  late  Board  of  Revenue 
ommissioners  approximates  as  nearly  to  uniformity  as  is  possible  at  present. 

The  aggregate  valuation  of  real  and  personal  estate,  as  fixed  by  the  Board 
•  Re  enue  Commissioners  at  their  last  meeting,  amounts  to  the  sum  of 
531,731,304  00.  The  State  tax  on  the  same  amounts  to  $1,649,967  76. 
From  the  rery  limited  authority  at  present  vested  in  the  State  Treasurer 
ver  the  county  treasurers,  in  exacting  prompt  payments  from  them  of  the 
xes  received  from  collectors  and  from  other  sources,  it  very  frequently  hap- 
;ns  that,  on  retiring  from  office,  they  have  a  large  amount  of  public  money 
i  their  possession ;  and  when  it  is  recollected  that  nearly  one-half  of  the 
svenue  of  the  Commonwealth  passes  through  their  hands,  it  will  readily  be 
^en  that  the  State  Treasury  may  be  greatly  embarrassed  in  its  operations, 
aless  strict  promptitude  be  observed  by  these  officers  in  making  early  remit- 
.nces  of  the  funds  received  by  them.  I  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the 
egislature  the  passage  of  a  law  requiring  county  treasurers  to  make  monthly 
atements  to  the  State  Treasurer  of  the  amount  of  public  money  received  by 
em,  and  imposing  a  penalty  for  not  paying  the  same  on  demand  of  that 
Hcer.  This  would  conform  to  the  act  of  1852  in  relation  to  collectors  of 
11s,  the  operation  of  which  has  been  most  salutary. 

The  consolidation  act  of  last  session  imposes  the  duty  of  collecting  the 
xes  in  Philadelphia  upon  the  receiver.  I  would  most  respectfully  suggest 
at  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to  require  that  officer  to  pay  the  State  tax  di- 
ctly  into  the  State  Treasury,  instead  of  paying  it  over  to  the  city  treasurer, 
pnn  see  no  necessity  for  interposing  that  officer  between  the  receiver  and  the 
cate  Treasurer,  thereby  involving  the  payment  of  additional  commissions, 

I  not  delay. 

TAVERN  LICENSES. 

The  revenue  from  this  source  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $187,602  15,  being  an 
crease  of  $90,607  84.  The  license  system  now  in  operation  in  the  city  of 
liladelphia,  adds  largely  to  this  item.  But  if,  as  alleged,  this  addition  be  at 
?e  expense  of  good  order  and  morality,  sound  policy  requires  that  it  should 
,  changed. 

j  MERCANTILE  LICENSES. 

The  revenue  from  this  source  is  largely  augmented.  The  receipts  amount 
the  sum  of  $281,048  57,  being  a  gain  of  $103,909  38. 

The  receipts  from  this  item  of  revenue  depend  greatly  upon  the  selection 
<  competent  appraisers,  especially  in  Philadelphia,  from  whence  a  large 
nount  is  received.  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  extend  the  duties  of  apprai- 
trs  over  “sample”  dealers.  It  is  believed  that  many  persons  engage  in  this 
Tsiness  without  licenses. 

rNot  being  the  special  duty  of  any  one  to  exact  license,  or  to  prosecute  for 
Hnt  of  one,  they  escape  without  either  payment  or  punishment. 

MILITIA  TAX. 

! The  receipts  for  this  year  amount  to  $29,161  30,  being  a  gain  over  last 
■ar  of  $16,442  98.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  militia  laws  require  a  thorough 
vision.  It  is  frequently  difficult  at  present  to  understand  their  meaning,  and 
ten  moTe  difficult  to  carry  them  into  execution. 
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FOREIGN  INSURANCE  AGENCIES. 

The  receipts  from  this  source  amount  to  $9,255  44,  being  an  increase  over 
last  year  of  $8,481  85. 

COLLATERAL  INHERITANCE  TAX. 

Th  e  amount  of  this  tax  received  is  $124,042  40,  a  falling  off  from  last  year 
of  $31,359  15.  The  amount  from  this  source  will  of  course  vary,  as  the  val¬ 
uable  estate's,  upon  which  this  tax  operates,  are  administered  upon. 

As  from  this  source  the  Sinking  Fund  derives  one  of  its  largest  items  of 
revenue,  it  should  be  carefully  guarded.  It  is  worthy  of  inquiry  whether  a 
more  efficient  system  of  appraisement  could  not  be  adopted. 

The  register  of  wills  should  be  required  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  appraise¬ 
ment  to  the  Auditor  General  for  his  approval,  with  the  power  given  to  that 
officer,  on  the  appearance  of  fraud  or  unfairness,  to  appoint  an  agent  to  ex¬ 
amine  the  estate,  and,  if  the  interest  of  the  Commonwealth  required,  to  order 
and  direct  a  new  appraisement. 

CANAL  AND  RAILROAD  TOLLS. 

The  receipts  from  this  source  for  the  past  year  amount  to  the  sum  of 
$1,918,606  30,  exceeding  the  receipts  of  1853  $25,339  80.  This  gratifying 
result,  notwithstanding  the  extreme  low  water,  the  destruction  of  the  Freeport 
aqueduct,  and,  more  than  all,  a  reduction  of  nearly  one-third  in  the  rates  of 
toll,  shows  an  immense  increase  in  the  tonnage  transported.  This  large  in¬ 
crease,  principally  upon  our  coal-carrying  canals,  proves  beyond  doubt,  that 
the  mineral  resources  of  Pennsylvania,  when  fully  developed,  will,  independ¬ 
ent  of  the  through-carrying  trade,  furnish  ample  business,  and  fill  with  freight 
every  avenue  to  market. 

The  Delaware  division  is  already  worked  nearly  to  its  full  capacity  4  he 
Susquehanna  canal,  from  Columbia  to  the  New  York  line,  must  soon  be  an 
immense  coal  carrying  canal,  as  will  also  the  West  Branch,  when  the  bitu¬ 
minous  coal  beds  of  Clinton  county  are  developed  ;  and  the  Juniata  division, 
from  the  tonnage  thrown  upon  it  from  the  Broad  Top  and  Allegheny  coal 
Helds,  now  on  the  eve  of  being  opened.  From  this  source  alone  we  may  look 
for  a  large  increase  of  tolls  during  the  next  year.  When  the  new  Portage 
railroad  shall  be  completed,  which  will  take  place  about  the  4th  of  July  next, 
we  may,  I  think,  safely  rely  upon  an  annual  reduction  of  expenditures  upon 
that  road,  of  not  less  than  $250,000. 


LOANS. 


My  predecessor  in  office  had  negotiated  a  loan  of  $275,000,  prior  to  my 
assumption  of  the  duties  of  State  Treasurer,  to  be  applied  to  tim  redemption 
of  State  stocks,  interest  certificates  and  domestic  creditors’  certificates,  'ibis 
loan  does  not  add  a  dollar  to  the  debt  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  an  equal 
amount  of  the  old  debt,  bearing'  a  higher  rate  of  interest,  has  been  redeemed. 

The  thirty-fourth  section  of  the  act  of  the  9th  May,  1854,  authorized  the 
Cove  rnor  and  the  State  Treasurer  to  negotiate  a  temporary  loan,  not  to  exceed 
$500,000,  to  be  applied  towards  the  completion  of  the  new  Portage  railroad. 
Oil  I  y  $460,435  67  of  this  loan  was  negotiated.  Ihe  whole  of  this  sum  lias 
already  been  expended  in  the  prosecution  of  that  work.  We  have  already  j 
redeemed  $35,000  of  this  loan,  leaving  a  balance  now  outstanding  of  $425,- 
435  67. 

The  thirty-third  section  of  the  same  act  authorizes  the  Governor  and  State 
Treasureauto.  renew  the  outstanding  temporary  loan  of  1853.  The  funds  that 
should  have  been  devoted  to  its  redemption  were  appropriated  to  other  pur 
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poses.  The  amount  of  this  loan  outstanding  when  I  took  charge  of  the  othee 
was  $590,090.  Or  this  sum  there  has  been  redeemed  $55,000,  in  addition  to 
paying  the  appropriations  that  grew  out  of  its  renewal. 

The  whole  amount  of  temporary  loan  now  outstanding  is  $970,435  67. 
This  sum  will  be  redeemed  as  rapidly  as  the  means  of  the  Treasury  will 
admit. 

In  view  oi  the  large  balance  in  the  Treasury  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year, 
should  it  be  asked  why  a  larger  amount  of  this  loan  had  not  been  redeemed, 
I  answer,  heavy  payments  were  received  into  the  Treasury  immediately  pre¬ 
ceding  the  close  of  the  year,  which  assisted  to  swell  this  balance.  In  conse¬ 


quence  of  the  early  closing  of  the  canals,  the  receipts  from  tolls  in  the  month 
of  December  were  very  small,  and  all  other  receipts  were  light.  The  large 
amount  that  will  be  required  for  the  payment  of  the  February  interest,  the 
expenses  of  government  and  the  maintenance  of  the  public  works,  to  which 
must  be  added  the  cancellation  of  $111,000  09  relief  noies,  together  with  the 
monetary  crisis  which  now  prevails  throughout  the  community,  all  these 
would  seem  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  postponing  the  redemption  of  a  very 
iarge  amount  of  this  loan  until  after  the  first  of  February  at  least. 


TjX  ON  LOANS. 

From  this  source  there  has  been  received  $159,175  10,  being  an  increase 
oxer  last  \  ear  oi  $35, lOo  81.  I  have  no  doubt  there  will  hereafter  be  a  iarge 
increase  in  this  item,  dhe  principle  has  now  been  established  by  judicial  de¬ 
cision,  and  probably  no  further  delay  or  difficulty  will  be  interposed  in  the 
payment  as  the  tax  becomes  due. 


INTEREST  ON  LOANS. 


There  has  been  received  into  the  Treasury  from  this  source  $24,232  58. 
This  is  derived  from  tne  interest  paid  to  the  Commissioners  of  tire  .Sinking 
Fund  on  the  stocks  of- the  Commonwealth  held  by  them.  The  law  author¬ 
izes  the  cancel iation-of  these  stocks  every  third  year  after  the  first  Monday  in 

September,  1851. 

SALE  OF  PUBLIC  PROPERTY. 

The  revenue  from  this  source  amounts  to  $12,192  14,  -being  8152,470  40 
less  than  was  received  last  year. 

Tne  principal  portion  of  this  item  was  derived  from  the  sale  of  old  material, 
an  that  portion  of  the  Portage  road  avoided  by  the  construction  of  the  new 

■oad.  4  he  receipts  this  year  are  principally  derived  from  l  ala  nee  s  due  oil 
ast  year’s  sales. 

rONNAGE  TAX,  OR  TAX  ON  FREIGHT  PASSING  OVER  THE  PENNSYLVANIA  RAILROAD 

AND  THE  HARRISBURG  AND  LANCASTER  ROAD. 

In  the  original  charter  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  company  it  is  provided, 
iha;  ail  tonnage  oi  whatsoever  kind  or  description,  except  the  ordinary  bag- 
?age  oi  passengers,  loaded  or  received  at  Harrisburg  or  Pittsburg,  or  at  any 
me; mediate  points,  and  carried  or  conveyed  on  or  over  said  railroad  more 
han  twenty  miles,  between  the  tenth  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  De- 
ember  in  e  tch  and  every  year,  shall  be  subject  to  a  toll  or  duty  for  tim  use  of 
ne  Commonwealth,  at  the  rate  of  five  mills  per  mile  for  each  ton  of  two 
no u sand  pounds.''  In  the  same  act  it  was  provided,  that  unless  the  Hanis- 
»urg  and  Lancaster  railroad  company  should  consent  and  agree  to  pa,  “the 
ame  rate  of  tax  on  tonnage,  for  the  use  of  the  State,”,  the  Pennsylvania  rail- 
oad  company  might  connect  their  railroad  with  the  Columbia  railroad.  By 
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a  supplement  to  their  charter,  passed  in  1846,  it  was  provided,  that  this  tax 
on  tonnage  “be  commuted  to  a  tax  of  three  mills  per  ton  per  mile  during  the 
whole  year.”  All  these  provisions  were  acceded  to  and  accepted  by  these 
companies.  The  forty-sixth  section  of  the  act  of  the  4lh  May,  1852,  pro¬ 
vides,  “that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Treasurer  to  pay  over  to  the  Com¬ 
missioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  the  whole  amount  of  the  three  mill  tax  on 
freight  received  from  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  company,  to  be  applied  by 
them  to  the  cancellation  of  the  public  debt,  in  the  same  manner  that  all  other 
receipts  to  that  fund  are  applied.” 

The  tonnage  tax  is  now  one  of  the  largest  items  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 
amounting  the  present  year  to  the  sum  of  $118,205  11,  being  an  increase  over 
the  year  1853  of  $50,977  89.  It  will  probably  increase  at  this  rate  for  seve¬ 
ral  years  to  come.  The  ninth  section  of  the  act  creating  a  Sinking  Fund  pro¬ 
vides,  that  “the  faith  of  the  Commonwealth  is  hereby  pledged,  that  the  money 
and  funds  aforesaid,  and  any  that  may  hereafter  b e  appropriated,  shall  inviolably 
remain  and  be  applied  to  that  purpose”  The  beneficial  effects  of  this  measure 
has  been  seen  and  felt  in  the  rise  and  value  of  our  State  stocks,  and  the  confi¬ 
dence  reposed  in  the  credit  of  the  Commonwealth.  This  tonnage  tax,  when 
levied,  was  in  the  nature  of  a  consideration  for  the  grant  of  large  and  im¬ 
mensely  valuable  privileges.  It  was  part  of  a  contract  fully  assented  to  by 
the  parties.  The  Legislature  has  transferred  this  tax  to  the  Sinking  Fund, 
and  it  is  there  pledged,  in  the  nature  of  collateral  security,  to  the  creditors  of 
the  Commonwealth.  Can  this  tax  be  remitted,  or  its  application  changed, 
without  a  breach  of  the  solemnly  plighted  faith  of  the  Commonwealth  1

The  ninety-eighth  section  of  the  act  of  19th  April,  1853,  in  connection  with 
the  sixty-fourth  section  of  the  act  of  the  9th  May,  1851,  appropriates  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  of  the  sinking  fund  to  the  cancellation  of  relief  issues.  These  notes 
have  not  accumulated  in  the  Treasury  as  rapidly  as  the  sinking  fund — hence 
the  large  balance  on  hand.  But  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  whole  of  this 
circulating  medium  will  be  thrown  upon  the  Treasury  for  redemption  and  can¬ 
cellation,  after  the  first  day  of  June  next,  it  becomes  very  important  to  have  a 
fund  sufficient  to  meet  such  a  demand. 

The  whole  amount  of  these  issues  can  be  redeemed  during  the  present  fiscal 
year.  By  a  judicious  disposal  of  all  our  resources,  we  shall  be  able  within  the 
same  period  to  redeem  the  whole  amount  of  outstanding  temporary  loan. 

With  these  obstacles  out  of  the  way,  we  shall  then  have  a  bright  prospect 
before  us.  The  sinking  fund  can  then  be  devoted  to  its  original  purpose — 
the  redemption  of  the  permanent  debt  of  the  Commonwealth.  In  order  to 
make  this  fund  more  rapidly  “a  constantly  accumulating  fund,”  I  wrould  re¬ 
commend  that  the  interest  on  the  extinguished  debt  be  permanently  applied  to 
it.  This  plan  will  not  add  to  the  burthens  of  the  people,  but  will  so  augment 
the  amount  of  this  fund,  as  in  a  very  few  years  to  greatly  promote  its  effi¬ 
ciency. 

Our  revenue  is  now  in  a  flourishing  condition,  our  financial  system  generally 
works  well,  yet  I  think  the  enactment  into  law  qf  the  few  suggestions  hero 
*nade,  will  be  of  the  most  essential  service. 
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The  appropriations  of  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  were  very  large, 
yet  the  Treasury  has  been  in  a  condition  to  meet  all  demands  upon  it.  ’  A  sys¬ 
tem  of  monthly  payments  has  been  adopted  on  our  public  works,  and  the  labor¬ 
ers  thereon  have  been  as  punctually  paid  as  if  engaged  by  the  most  prosperous 
companies.  Wherever  the  appropriations  were  sufficient,  all  bills  for  labor 
and  material  furnished  tor  repairing  the  different  divisions  of  our  public  works, 
have  been  paid  to  the  close  ot  the  fiscal  year.  The  large  sum  appropriated  for 
the  payment  of  old  debts  has  been  nearly  all  drawn  from  the  Treasury.  I 
regret  to  say  that  it  will  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  claims  as  settled  and 
adjusted  by  the  Board  of  Claims  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  last  Legisla¬ 
ture.  I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  a  sum  be  appropriated  sufficiently 
large  to  meet  all  these  claims.  This  done,  both  the  Legislature  and  Treasury 
will  he  relieved  from  a  vexatious  annoyance. 

YV  e  shall  then,  I  trust,  be  able  to  commence  a  new  order  of  things — punc¬ 
tual  receipts  and  prompt  payments.  Our  receipts  gradually  and  surely  swel¬ 
ling,  our  appropriations  and  payments  so  kept  within  bounds  as  to  leave  a 
constantly  increasing  balance  for  the  reduction  of  our  public  debt.
